of the 2018 facilities mas- 
ter plan, and thus would 
be a decision dependent 
upon the town and its 
taxpayer base.

Wilmington firefighters 
to receive federal grant 


BOSTON — The Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) announ- 
ced $274.68 million in di- 
rect assistance grants to 
213 fire departments na- 
tionwide through the agen- 
cy’s Fiscal Year (FY) 2018 
Staffing for Adequate Fire 
and Emergency Response 
(SAFER) grant program. 
Additional phases will 
soon be announced. 

The Wilmington Fire De- 
partment will receive 
$1,509,600 from FEMA for 
a Staffing for Adequate 
Fire and Emergency Re- 
sponse (SAFER) grant. 
This three-year grant will 
be used to hire eight new 
firefighters. 

The announcement in- 
cludes SAFER Grants to 
the following fire depart- 
ments in Massachusetts: 

¢ Marion - Federal share 
of $152,398 for a call / vol- 
unteer firefighter recruit- 
ment and retention pro- 
gram. 

¢ Groton - Federal share 
of $95,055 for a call/volun- 
teer firefighter recruit- 
ment and retention pro- 
gram. 

¢ Wakefield - Federal 
share of $195,229: to hire 
one new firefighter. 

¢ Wilmington - Federal 
share of $1,509,600 to hire 
eight new firefighters. 

¢ Everett - Federal 


share of $1,716,800 to hire | 


eight new firefighters. 

¢ Randolph - Federal 
share of $614,985 to hire 
four new firefighters. 

* Quincy - Federal share 
of $2,934,840 to hire 16 new 
firefighters. 

¢ Wrentham - Federal 
share of $1,004,828 to hire 
six new firefighters. 

¢ Springfield - Federal 
share of $1,138,490 to hire 
eight new firefighters. 
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e Winthrop - Federal 
share of $578,022 to hire 
four new firefighters.

The SAFER grant pro- 
gram was created to pro- 
vide funding directly to 
fire departments and vol- 
unteer firefighter organi- 
zations to help increase 
the number of trained fire- 
fighters available in our 
communities. The goal of 
the SAFER grant program 
is to assist local fire de- 
partments with staffing 
and deployment capabili- 
ties to respond to emer- 
gencies and assure that 
communities have ade- 


quate protection from fire © 


and fire-related hazards. 

With enhanced staffing 
levels, recipients should 
experience a reduction in 
response times and an in- 
crease in the number of 
trained personnel assem- 
bled at the incident scene. 

The grant is funded 
through FEMA’s Assis- 
tance to Firefighters 
Grant (AFG) program. 
Eligible applicants in- 
clude local fire depart- 
ments, fire districts, non- 
affiliated EMS organiza- 
tions, tribal fire depart- 
ments and State Fire 
Training Academies. 

The grant applications 
are submitted from each 
agency directly to FEMA, 
where the applications are 
reviewed and scored by 
fire service personnel from 
throughout the nation. 

FEMA obligates funding 
for this project directly to 
the recipient agencies. It 
is the recipient agency’s 
responsibility to manage 
their grant award within 
federal guidelines with 
technical assistance and 
monitoring provided by 
FEMA Fire Program Spe- 
cialists.

As ZBA mulls ‘Ledges at Woburn’ appeal on Wilmington line 
Traffic expert says trucking plan appears sound

WOBURN — An inde- 
pendent traffic consultant 
concurred with Woburn 
38 Development's asser- 
tion that it can fulfill 
crushed rock purchase 
orders without compro- 
mising traffic patterns on 
Main Street by stacking 
dump trucks within the 
Ledges at Woburn site. 

During a recent meet- 
ing in City Hall, Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) 
reviewed a four-page re- 
port issued on Sept. 18 by 
Watertown-based Vanas- 
se Hangen' Brustlin 
(VHB), which was asked 
to review a truck stack- 
ing plan that shows ag- 
gregate material cus- 
tomers parking just in- 
side the gated entrance 
to the active construction 
zone at 1042 Main St. 

Most significantly, the 
outside analysis des-

cribes Woburn 38 Devel- 
opment's proposed queu- 
ing plan as generally 
sound and likely to fore- 
stall third-party truckers 
from lining-up along 
Main Street while wait- 
ing to pick up crushed 
stone and other materi- 
als. 

However, as ZBA chair- 
man Margaret Pinkham 
noted, VHB principal Ro- 
bert Nagi stopped short 
of offering his full en- 
dorsement of the sche- 
matic design, as the peti- 
tioner has yet to offer an 
operations plan _ that 
shows how those trucks 
will be managed, 

"The application should 
provide a written narra- 
tive of how they intend 
on controlling the arrival 
timelines of the various 
trucks over the course of 
the day," Nagi advised in 
the report. "For trucks 
that are not owned or 
under the control of the 
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operator, efforts should 
be made to avoid a situa- 


tion where they all arrive’ 


at the same time and 
need to be turned away." 

"VHB is satisfied that 
the operations on the site 
will not impact the local 
roady system negatively 
from an operations per- 
spective and [should] 
provide for a reasonable 
amount of queuing area 
from within the site," 
Nagi concluded in the 
report. 

Ultimately, the ZBA last 
week took no action on 
the appeal, besides con- 
tinuing the Ledges at 
Woburn discussions until 
next month. Before tak- 
ing that unanimous vote, 
the city officials infor- 
mally instructed the peti- 
tioner to furnish the 
truck management plan 
recommended by VHB, 
as well as a revised blast- 
ing and rock removal 
schedule.

Presently, Woburn 38 
Development is supervis- 
ing substantial earth- 
works activity at the 
nine-acre Ledges. at Wo- 
burn site, where some 
357,000 cubic yards of 
ledge must be blasted 
away from the elevated 
terrain by the Wilming- 
ton line in order to make 
room for a 168-unit apart- 
ment building. 

The current appeal be- 
fore the ZBA is the result 
of a cease-and-desist or- 
der, issued in May by 
Building Commissioner 
Thomas Quinn, which 
forbids Woburn 38 and its 
excavation contractor 
from selling the aggre- 
gate materials directly to 
third-party buyers. 

The first aspect of that 
appeal, brought before 
the ZBA during a meet- 
ing in June, is a direct 
challenge to Quinn's rul- 
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door and outdoor opera- 
tion. It can go up and down 
stairs, navigate its way 
around a building, and 
even load a dishwasher!

Deduction for home equity interest modified. 
Interest paid on most home equity loans is not 
deductible unless the interest is paid on loan proceeds 
used to buy, build or substantially improve a main home 
or second home. 

For example, interest on a home equity loan used to 
build an addition to an existing home is typically 
deductible, while interest on the same loan used to pay 
personal living expenses, such as credit card debts, is 
not. 

As under prior law, the loan must be secured by the 
taxpayer’s main home or second home (known as a 
qualified residence), not exceed the cost of the home 
and meet other requirements. 

Miscellaneous itemized deductions suspended. 

Previously, when a taxpayer itemized, they could 
deduct the amount of their miscellaneous itemized 
deductions that exceeded 2 percent of their adjusted 
gross income. These expenses are no longer deductible. 

This includes unreimbursed employee expenses such 
as uniforms, union dues and the deduction for business- 
related meals, entertainment and travel. It also includes 
deductions for tax preparation fees and investment 
expenses, such as investment management fees, safe 
deposit box fees and investment expenses from pass- 
through entities.

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Landers family suspects arson in long-ago tragedy

Nancy Devitt’s parents 
wanted her to become a 
nun. Once she decided 
against that, she joined 
the Marines. 

Nancy grew up in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. An 
only child, she attended 
parochial school, and _ it 
was more or less assumed 
that she would enter a 
convent. In the late 1940s, 
she came to Wilmington 
to spend the summer with 
her aunt and uncle, Jessie 
and Frank Miller. When 
she graduated in 1950, the 
graduation present she 
asked for was to go back 
to Wilmington. 

The previous summer, 
she had met Dave Lan- 
ders. There would be no 
convent in her future. 
Dave graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 
1950. While he was not a 
standout athlete or a stel- 
lar student, his yearbook 
tagged him as most de- 
pendable and best typist. 
For his ambition, he 
wrote, “To sit in a corner 
office with a sign on the 
door, Private, knock before 
entering.” His son Harry 
said he was a great dan- 
cer, loved swing dancing 
and kept up with various 
dance styles. He was also 
acrobatic and could do 
handstands. 

Returning to Michigan, 
Nancy decided that she 
would not enter the con- 
vent. She enlisted in the 
United States Marine 
Corps. She was a Pfe,, 


doing clerical work in 
Washington, D.C. When 
astronaut John Glenn first 
orbited the Earth, Nancy 
said, Oh, yes, I know him! 

She and David were 
married in September 
1951, while she was still in 
the Marines. They eventu- 
ally moved back to Wil- 
mington, at 46 Grove Ave., 
near Silver Lake. 

David built a career in 
the insurance business, 
affiliated with an agency 
in Woburn. He was able to 
have the ratings classifi- 
cation for the Silver Lake 
area changed, cutting the 
cost of homeowner’s in- 
surance there. He was a 
long-time member of the 
Wilmington Lions Club. 

In the next 13 years, Nan- 
cy and David had eight 
children. They bought a 
larger house on Clark 
Street, between Church 
Street and Middlesex Ave- 
nue. David at one point 
had lived there, so he was 
familiar with the house. 
He had told Nancy if it 
ever came on the market, 
he wanted to buy it. In 
1961, it did, and they did. 

Harry was the oldest, 
born in October 1952. 
Then there was Michael, 
Susan, David, Jr., Wil- 
liam, Kevin, Lisa and 
Kathleen. 

They grew up as normal 
kids in Wilmington in the 
1960s. School activities, 
Little League baseball. 
With that many kids, there 
were few people in town 
who did not know them. 

Susan Landers McNa- 


mara said that if there 
was something they want- 
ed, David would buy it. 

Harry said his brother 
Davey was always in a bit 
of trouble, not serious, 
just “screwing around.” 
For instance, he and some 
friends would go _ to 
Sweetheart Plastics and 
get into the railroad cars 
filled with plastic pellets. 
Davey and Billy were both 
students at the West In- 
termediate School 

Billy was a good athlete, 
said Harry, and every- 
body loved him. Kevin 
was quiet and shy. He was 
in the fifth grade at the 
Swain School. Harry said 
that Kevin had given a 
Magic Marker to a girl, 
and that she still has it, a 
keepsake. 

As the family grew up, 
David fixed over a room in 
the basement for the two 
oldest boys, Harry and 
Michael. The two younger 
boys, Billy & Kevin, shared 
a bedroom on the second 
floor, with Davey in a 
small adjacent room. Ac- 
ross the hall was the girls’ 
bedroom, next to the mas- 
ter bedroom. On the first 
floor was a room that had 
been a sunporch which 
David had fixed over for a 
cousin, Joe Casey. 

The worst possible night- 
mare began about 3 a.m. 
on Sept. 26, 1969. Nancy 
Landers woke her hus- 
band, saying she smelled 
smoke. David awoke to 
see a wall of flames. The 
couple made their way 
into the girls’ bedroom 


and yelled for everyone to 
wake up. David pushed 
Susan out a window onto a 
small roof, telling her to 
get help. Meanwhile, Nan- 
cy would not leave the 
girls, who were hysterical. 
The broken window allow- 
ed the fire to accelerate. 
On the roof, David turned 
back to help, but was driv- 
en back by the flames. He 
persisted until he was ta- 
ken down by rescue per- 
sonnel. 

In the basement room, 
Michael woke Harry and 
they made a hasty exit. 
Casey was in the sun- 
room, breaking a window 
to escape. The fire en- 
gines were just coming 
around the corner from 
the fire station, a quarter- 
mile away. 

There was no way any- 
one could reach the vic- 
tims, all on the second 
floor. Nancy and the two 
little girls were in the one 
bedroom, the three boys 
in the front. It was the 
worst tragedy to ever take 
place in Wilmington. 

A trailer was moved into 
the yard at 88 Clark St., 
where David and his three 
surviving children lived 
while the house was re- 
built. The family moved 
back into the house, and 
David lived out his years 
there. Susan McNamara 
is still there. 

The cause of the fire was 
originally said to have 
been electrical, but 40 
years later, speaking with 
this writer, David Landers 
said he did not believe 


that to be the case. There 
hadn’t been a slow, smoky 
start. When he awoke, he 
said, the flames were rac- 
ing up the stairs. He said 
he believed that it had 
been set, and that an ac- 
celerant had been used. 

While the family was liv- 
ing in the trailer, someone 
made an attempt to burn 
it, adding to the suspicion 
of arson in the house fire. 

David said that a man 
had approached him in 
the yard as the anniver- 
sary of the fire approach- 
ed, and asked if that was 
where the Landers family 
used to live. David replied 
that it was where the Lan- 
ders family lives. The 
man was someone who 
was a “hanger-on” when 
Harry and friends had a 
band in 1968-69, “The Lost 
Generation,” wanting to 
manage the band. 

The same person had 
approached Susan at the 
family grave site in Wild- 
wood Cemetery, telling 
Susan that her father had 
forgiven him. David had 
not forgiven him — for 
what? Susan flat-out ac- 
cused him of killing her 
family. 

The person of interest 
has a criminal record, in- 
cluding arrests for arson, 
but there is very little evi- 
dence. There had been no 
arson investigation imme- 
diately after the fire. No 
materials had been taken 
for analysis. 

There had been some 
witness interrogation files 
on the fire at the police 


station, but by the time 
anyone raised the question 
of arson, they were no- 
where to be found. None of 
the police investigators 
are alive today. 

There were photographs 
taken by Officer Charles 
Dolan, but they are gone. 
Quite ironically, Harry 
Landers at one point lived 
in Dolan’s house on Mac- 
key Road. There was a 
considerable amount of 
photographic material in 
the basement, which he 
threw out. 

Recently, the Middlesex 
County cold case squad 
has begun investigating 
the fire. 

In the spring of 1969, on 
student government day, 
Harry had been elected to 
the student School Com- 
mittee. The following year, 
six months after the fire, 
he was elected Fire Chief. 
He recently said he had 
hoped he might gain some 
sort of insight into the fire, 
but had not. 

After graduating in 1970, 
Harry was elected to the 
Wilmington School Com- 
mittee. He took a degree 
in political science at Mer- 
rimack College in 1976, 
and joined his father in 
the insurance business. He 
and Janis now live in Vir- 
ginia. Janis Jaquith has 
been working on a book 
about the Landers tragedy 
and arson investigation. 

A more extensive article 
on the arson investigation 
appeared in the Middlesex 
East section of this news- 
paper two weeks ago.

MHA fights obesity 
through a sugary soda tax 


BURLINGTON — The 
Burlington-based Mass. 
Health & Hospital Asso- 
ciation will be continuing 
its fight to curb sugar- 
based soda drinks and has 
backed a piece of legisla- 
tion by Senator Jason Lew- 
is, D., of Winchester to 
curb its usage. 

The Coalition for Action 
on Obesity — of which the 
MHA is a member — rec- 
ognized National Obesity 
Care Week last week with 
a presentation at the State 
House and release of a 
white paper from the Net- 
work for Excellence in 
Health Innovation. 

The paper calls for re- 
energizing the national 
agenda on prevention and 
treatment through access 
to structured lifestyle in- 


terventions such as the 
Diabetes Prevention Pro- 
gram; support for appro- 
priate use of obesity med- 
ications; and addressing 
stubborn societal attitudes 
regarding obesity. Major 
medical societies such as 
the American Medical As- 
sociation have declared 
obesity to be a chronic, 
treatable disease. 

The Lahey Health in Bur- 
lington, Winchester Hos- 
pital, Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital, Lowell General 
and others are members 
of the MHA. 

Among the recommen- 
dations of the white paper 
was a call to address obe- 
sity through public health 
regulation and program- 
ming. 

MHA continued to advo-

cate for legislation, such as 
HB2529/SB1709, An Act to 
Promote Healthy Alter- 
natives to Sugary Drinks, 
sponsored by Rep. Kay 
Khan (D-Newton) and Sen. 
Jason Lewis (D-Winches- 
ter). That bill would imple- 
ment a tiered-tax on non- 
alcoholic, sugar-sweetened 
beverages based upon the 
drink’s sugar content. 

Proceeds from the tax 
would help fund a variety 
of community health ini- 
tiatives. 

The healthcare communi- 
ty, alarmed by the rapidly 
increasing rates of diabetes 
and obesity, and armed 
with numerous _ studies 
proving the link between 
those health problems and 
sugary drinks, is a strong 
advocate for the tax.

MassHealth change 
negatively impacts 
‘Life Estate’ deeds 


To the editor, 

The Commonwealth’s Me- 
dicaid agency, known as 
MassHealth, recently is- 
sued an “Eligibility Opera- 
tions Memo” that dramati- 
cally and negatively im- 
pacts seniors who may own 
real estate through life es- 
tate deeds. 

For many decades, signing 
a life estate deed has been a 
common practice for sen- 
iors. There are three general 
benefits to life estates. 

First, the life tenant (us- 
ually the parent) may live 
in their home for the rest of 
their life. The remainder- 
men (usually the children) 
named on the deed have no 
rights to occupy the home 
until the life tenant dies. 

Second, after the five-year 
MassHealth “look back” pe- 
riod has passed, the value of 
the property may be shield- 
ed in the event that the par- 
ent applies for MassHealth 
benefits. During the five- 
year “look back” period, 
however, MassHealth will 
treat a life estate deed as a 
disqualifying transfer. 

Third, upon a life tenant’s 
death, the home passes 
outside probate to the re- 
maindermen named on the 
deed. 

It is not uncommon for 
the life tenant and remain- 
dermen to sell the home 
before the life tenant dies 
for any number of personal 
reasons. In that event, pre- 
viously MassHealth relied 
upon carefully considered 
IRS tables to value the re- 
spective shares of the life 
tenant and remaindermen, 
which reviewed life expec- 
tancies and _ valuations 
based on interest rates. 

By way of example, for a 
sale in August 2019, a 79- 
year-old male life tenant 
would have been entitled to 
roughly 17 percent of the 
net sale proceeds from his 
home owned through a life 
estate deed, with the re- 
maining 83 percent of the 
sale proceeds belonging to 
the remaindermen. 

The new Eligibility Opera- 
tions Memo, however, re- 
jects the IRS tables and val- 
ues life estates based -upon 
entirely different tables. 
Those tables, in some cases, 
nearly triple the ownership 
interest attributed to a life 
tenant. That same 79-year- 
old male noted above would 
now be entitled to roughly 
46 percent of the net sale 
proceeds. That dramatical- 
ly reduces the asset protec- 
tion value of the life estate 
deed in the event of a sale. 

MassHealth’s new rules 
add enormous uncertainty 
to life tenants selling real 
estate. The rules fail to out- 
line how to value joint life 
estates as are often held by 
married couples. In addi- 
tion, because capital gains 
taxes are almost always 
owed upon the sale of real 
estate and the IRS will 
continue to use its tables to 
calculate how that tax is 
owed, they could cause re- 
mainder holders to be 
forced to pay taxes on a 
greater share than they 
actually received. Worse 
still, there is a risk that 


MassHealth conceivably 
may treat the payment of 
some capital gains taxes 
as a disqualifying transfer 
penalty should the life ten- 
ant later apply for Mass- 
Health. 

Additionally, if a remain- 
der owner has a taxable 
estate, they may face gift 
tax consequences from the 
IRS if they follow the Mass- 
Health formula and give 
the life tenant “too much” 
from the sale proceeds. 

Suffice it to say that the 
Operations Memo was not 
well thought out and caus- 
es great confusion by devi- 
ating from the clear-cut 
tables that have been used 
by the IRS. It comes as no 
surprise that MassHealth 
issued it in the dead of 
August when it would re- 
ceive the least amount of 
notice and attention. 

Because so few attorneys 
are dedicated to Elder Law, 
it is likely that seniors and 
their families will not learn 
of this important change 
until they sell their house 
or quite possibly not until 
they apply for MassHealth. 
If, for example, they follow 
a real estate or tax attor- 
ney’s advice and apply IRS 
regulations, they could find 
that they have made a gift 
for MassHealth purposes. 
If they follow MassHealth 
regulations, they could find 
that they, or their children, 
have underpaid or misfiled 
their taxes. 

Readers who have owned 
their homes through life es- 
tate deeds for many years 
may think that the govern- 
ment would offer them 
some kind of “grandfather” 
protection. Sadly, the Oper- 
ations Memo applies to all 
life estate deeds, new and 
old. 

I believe that MassHealth’s 
Operations Memo does not 
comply with state and fed- 
eral law. Thus, there is hope 
that with legal advocacy — 
and perhaps court action — 
MassHealth may retract its 
memo and return to the 
clarity that the IRS life 
estate tables provided for so 
many years. 

In the meantime, those 
with existing life estate 
deeds, or those thinking 
about creating one in the 
future, would be well served 
discussing these important 
issues with a qualified elder 
law attorney who focuses 
their practice on this com- 
plex area of law.

Understanding National 
Education Ranking system

The first topic we will 
jump into is appropriate 
as it concerns the Nation- 
al Ranking of School Sys- 
tems report that we re- 
ported last week in which 
we said that for the first 
time New Jersey topped 
Massachusetts as_ the 
highest ranking state. 
Looking into the report 
one finds that the reason 
for this was the fact that 
New Jersey had a better 
funding system for educa- 
tion than Massachusetts. 
Otherwise they were tied. 

Well, thanks to the Mas- 
sachusetts Senate and 
House members, especial- 
ly Senator Jason Lewis of 
Winchester and Represen- 
tative Alice Peitch, along 
with the Joint Education 
Committee members, a 
bill was advanced this 
past week, which if pas- 
sed by both branches of 
the Legislature and ap- 
proved by Governor Char- 
les Baker will assist in 
providing much of the 
funding needed. 

This is a huge step by 
the Legislature and a big

winner for school dis- 
tricts, especially those in 
dire financial conditions. 
I thought you might be 
interested in knowing that 
New Jersey and Massa- 
chusetts were practically 
tied with the next states in 
order of ranking, as so- 
called “top-ranked,” were 
Connecticut, Maryland 
and New Hampshire. The 
bottom ranked states for 
those interested were Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Okla- 
homa, Nevada and New 
Mexico. Most improved 
states were in the follow- 
ing order: Nevada, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washing- 
ton with the largest de- 
clines being West Virgin- 
ia, New Hampshire, Dela- 
ware, Hawaii and Indiana.

Scott said. “Having been a 
partner in these conversa- 
tions since the formation 
of the Foundation Budget 
Review Commission, we 
recognize that providing 
the resources to keep 
Massachusetts competi- 
tive and to re-establish 
equity across all zip codes 


is not an easy task. We 
applaud the willingness of 
our elected leaders to lis- 
ten to those of us responsi- 
ble for school spending 
across the Common- 
wealth. Returning the def- 
inition of low income to 185 
percent of federal poverty 
level is something superin- 
tendents have been advo- 
cating since the definition 
was changed. The willing- 
ness of our elected offi- 
cials to listen to superin- 
tendents regarding the 
impact of special educa- 
tion costs on local school 
districts is greatly appre- 
ciated. The inclusion of 
transportation costs will 
benefit all districts. This 
recognition will allow for 
greater inclusive practices 
to take hold because ex- 
panding opportunities for 
all children is at the heart 
of district leadership.” 

Scott said superintend- 
ents across the state rec- 
ognize the hard work, sig- 
nificant financial invest- 
ment, and long term com- 
mitment made by the leg- 
islature. On behalf of the 
350 member organization 
of educational leaders, 
Scott thanked elected offi- 
cials, municipal leaders, 
and grassroots. efforts 
such as Project Equity, in 
their efforts to work col- 
laboratively to address 
this issue. 

"We believe that includ- 
ing superintendents in 
solving problems from the 
start results in better, stu- 
dent-centered _ solutions. 
This belief extends to any 
new accountability meas- 
ures associated with the 
Opportunity Act. The su- 
perintendents’ association 
embraces the accoun- 
tability measures of the 
bill,” Scott said. “Measures 
that take advantage of 
available technology, re- 
quire school systems to

Defining a novel as 
"YA" identifies its point 
of view only (the per- 
spective of teenagers/ 
young adults), not its au- 
dience — many are also 
enjoyed by older read- 
ers. 
This novel’s narrator 
is Keda, a black girl 
adopted as an infant 
into a white family. She 
narrates the painful, 
unfolding knowledge of 
how the world sees and 
treats her: as an unrec- 
ognizable appendage to 
her white mother, dad, 
and sister. - 

Then there's her 
mom's mental health 
issues, her sister Eve's 
painful dismissal of their 
differences, and her fam- 
ily’s overall insensitivity 
to Keda’s struggles to 
find a comfortable place 
in the world. She's also 
facing the formidable

obstacle of a move from 
Baltimore to New Mex- 
ico, and the wrenching 
loss of a best friend left 
behind. 

For comfort, Keda has 
the Georgia Belles, ima- 
ginary invisible kin to 
her unknown birth mo- 
ther, who appear to her 
behind her locked bed- 
room door and encour- 
age her by crooning com- 
forting blues ballads. 

Readers will learn a 
great deal about the 
unbearable burdens of 
casual and deliberate 
racism. The plot and 
plight of a black girl in 
a white family is unique 
and memorable and the 
author's words are wise.

Despite all the trouble the 
T is having with on-time 
service and customer sat- 
isfaction right now, travel- 
ling by mass transit, and 
specifically by trolley, has 
been a popular means of 
travel for over a century. 

We visited the National 
Streetcar Museum on Shat- 
tuck Street in Lowell re- 
cently and it is a treasure of 
a spot. Located along a 
canal and trolley tracks 
near the Lowell National 
Historical Park, the muse- 
um is only open on the week- 
ends, Saturdays and Sun- 
days from 11 a.m. - 4 p.m. 

Staffed by volunteers, the 
two-floor museum is a step 
back in time, not only for 
those from Lowell, but for 


all who may ever have rid- 
den a street car in Boston 
or other cities in America. 
The museum is a satellite 
location of the Seashore 
Trolley Museum in Ken- 
nebunkport, Maine. 

The museum is well lit, 
full of information and 
exhibits, and is a great 
place for kids; they have a 
birthday party room for 
rent on Sundays that is 
ideal for young train and 
trolley enthusiasts, com- 
plete with games and lots 
of train-themed items. 

The museum traces the 
history of streetcars in Am- 
erica. The industrial age 
and first world war brought 
the need for more and 
more workers to come to 
the city. From 1880-1920, 
street railway lines extend- 
ed to over 30 routes in and 
out of Lowell, and by the 
early 1900s, extended into 
Chelmsford, and across the 
river to Dracut, Tyngs- 
borough, Haverhill and be- 
yond. 

Early photographs show 
trolleys up and down Mer- 
rimack Street, and some 
depict people on horseback 
or in buggies alongside the 
streetcars and automo- 
biles, a real contrast in the 
“city” showing the transi- 
tions that happened very 
quickly during the industri- 
alization of Lowell. 

Lowell was considered a 
“walking city” with mill 
workers concentrated in 
living spaces in the down- 
town. However, landowners 
and businessmen increa- 
singly realized that a rising 
middle class would pur- 
chase homes away from the 
city center, and rail lines 
were extended to service 
neighborhoods such as 
Belvidere. 

Streetcars were consid- 
ered a democratic vehicle. 
Citizens of all stripes used 
the streetcars to get to 
work, shopping, and to ac-

cess recreation. In fact, 
according to the museum, 
streetcar companies built 
amusement parks outside 
of cities in order to encour- 
age ridership on the week- 
ends. Canobie Lake Park 
in Salem, New Hampshire 
was built by a trolley com- 
pany, for example. The 
same is true for Lakeview 
Park in Lowell along Lake 
Mascuppic, where folks 
could ride for a_ nickel, 
with trolley lines running 
all the way to Nashua, 
New Hampshire. The last 
streetcar run in Lowell, 
according to the museum, 
was in 1935. 

Paul Castiglione, volun- 
teer and trolley aficionado 
at the museum, guided us 
through the impressive in- 
terpretive exhibits. He ex- 
plained that the streetcars 
were’ repurposed often, 
with many having engines 
put inside to become effec- 
tively early buses in the 
cities. Castiglione has a 
vast knowledge of streetcar 
history, and discussed the 
provenance of the various 
cars enthusiastically. 

At the sister Seashore 
Trolley Museum in Kenne- 
bunkport, Maine, visitors 
can climb aboard multiple 
trolleys and take a ride. 
That said, the Lowell mu- 
seum offers trolley rides 
on a real New Orleans 
streetcar up and down the 
track, right in front of the 
museum along the Merri- 
mack Canal, operated in 
conjunction with the Na- 
tional Park Service. 

If you are looking for a 
nice accompaniment to a 
stroll in downtown Lowell, 
pop in to the National 
Streetcar Museum and say 
hello to Paul. Take a ride 
back in time and appreci- 
ate the expansion and 
opportunity that the trol- 
leys provided to the Mer- 
rimack Valley.

Gov. Baker declares public health 
emergency, announces temporary four- 
month ban on sale of all vape products 


BOSTON — Governor 
Charlie Baker this week 
declared a public health 
emergency in response to 
confirmed and suspected 
cases of severe lung dis- 
ease associated with the 
use of e-cigarettes and 
marijuana vaping prod- 
ucts in the Common- 
wealth. The Governor cal- 
led for a temporary four- 
month statewide ban on 
the sale of flavored and 
non-flavored vaping prod- 
ucts in both retail stores 
and online. The sales ban 
applies to all vaping prod- 
ucts and devices, includ- 
ing tobacco and marijua- 
na. The ban takes effect 
immediately and_ lasts 
through Jan. 25, 2020. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) and the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
are currently investigating 
a multi-state outbreak of 
lung disease that has been 
associated with the use of e- 
cigarettes or vaping prod- 
ucts (devices, liquids, refill 
pods, and/or cartridges). 


To date, the CDC has con- - 


— firmed 530 cases of lung 
injury across 38 states. 
While many of the patients 
reported recent use of Tet- 
rahydrocannabinol (THC)- 
containing products, some 
reported using both THC 
and nicotine products. No 
single product has been 
linked to all cases of lung 
disease. 

Earlier this month, the 
Department of Public 
Health (DPH) mandated 
that Massachusetts physi- 
cians immediately report 
any unexplained vaping- 
associated pulmonary dis- 
ease to the department. 
As of today, 61 cases have 
been reported to DPH. 
Three confirmed cases 
and two probable cases of 
vaping-associated pulmon- 
ary disease in the state 
have already been report- 
ed to the CDC. The rest 
are pending further clini- 
cal analysis. 

“The use of e-cigarettes 
and marijuana vaping pro- 
ducts is exploding and we 
are seeing reports of seri- 
ous lung illnesses, particu- 
larly in our young people,” 
said Governor Charlie Ba- 
ker. “The purpose of this 
public health emergency 
is to temporarily pause all 
sales of vaping products 
so that we can work with 
our medical experts to 
identify what is making 
people sick and how to 
better regulate these prod- 


ucts to protect the health 
of our residents.” 

“Vaping products are 
marketed and sold in 
nearly 8,000 flavors that 
make them easier to use 
and more appealing to 
youth,” said Lt. Governor 
Karyn Polito. “Today’s ac- 
tions include a ban on fla- 
vored products, inclusive 
of mint and menthol, 
which we know are widely 
used by young people. It is 
important that we contin- 
ue to educate youth and 
parents about the dangers 
of vaping.” 

Vaping consists of inhal- 
ing and exhaling the aero- 
sol (often called vapor) 
produced by an e-ciga- 
rette or similar battery- 
powered device. E-ciga- 
rettes come in many dif- 
ferent sizes, types and col- 
ors. Some resemble pens, 
small electronic devices 
such as USB sticks and 
other everyday items. The 
products are often com- 
pact and allow for dis- 
creet carrying and use — 
at home, in school hall- 
ways and bathrooms and 
even in classrooms. 

The U.S. Surgeon Gen- 
eral has called teen e-cig- 
arette use an epidemic. 
According to the CDC, 
Since 2014 e-cigarettes 
have been the most com- 
monly used tobacco prod- 
uct among both middle 
and high school students. 
In Massachusetts, 41 per- 
cent of all youth in 2017 
reported trying e-ciga- 
rettes and 1 in 5 reported 
using e-cigarettes regular- 
ly. Current use of e-ciga- 
rettes among high school 
students is six times high- 
er than that for adults (3.3 
percent of adults reported 
using e-cigarettes in the 
past 30 days). 

Last week, the Adminis- 
tration convened a group 
of pulmonary doctors and 


pediatric experts from 


Massachusetts to share 
what they have seen in 
their patients — especially 
youth —. and their con- 
cerns about the trajectory 
of vaping related lung dis- 
ease. The experts shared 
concerning information 
about the rapid rate of 
addiction to e-cigarettes, 
use and overuse of mari- 
juana vaping products and 
cases of youth becoming 
hospitalized _ within two 
weeks of using vaping 
related products. 

During the temporary 
ban, the Administration 
will work with medical ex- 


perts, state and federal 
officials to better under- 
stand vaping illnesses and 
work on additional steps to 
address this public health 
crisis. This could include 
legislation and_ regula- 
tions. The Administration 
will also work on providing 
more resources for a pub- 
lic awareness campaign 
and smoking cessation 
programs. 

“Vaping is a public health 
crisis and it is imperative 
that we understand its 
impact at both the individ- 
ual and overall health care 
system level,” said Health 
and Human Services Sec- 
retary Marylou Sudders. 
“As a result of the public 
health emergency, the 
Commonwealth is imple- 
menting a statewide stand- 
ing order for nicotine re- 
placement products, like 
gum and patches, which 
will allow people to access 
these products as a cov- 
ered benefit through their 
insurance without requir- 
ing an individual prescrip- 
tion, similar to what our 
Administration did to in- 
crease access to nalox- 
one.” 

Massachusetts has a long 
history of having a strong 
tobacco cessation and pre- 
vention infrastructure that 
requires close collabora- 
tion between DPH and 
local health departments 
which assist with the en- 
forcement of tobacco con- 
trol policies at the local 
level. 

The Administration will 
work with these groups to 
ensure the temporary ban 
is enforced while also 
increasing the availability 
of cessation resources and 
the capacity of the Mas- 
sachusetts Smokers’ Help- 
line. The Helpline is a free 
and confidential service 
for individuals who seek 
help to end their tobacco 
use. The service includes 
specialized coaching, in- 
cluding behavioral health 
counseling and connection 
to local support groups. 


Over 9,000 individuals are _ 


served annually. 

The Baker-Polito Admin- 
istration has strengthened 
the Helpline’s robust out- 
reach about nicotine re- 
placement therapies so 
individuals who were pre- 
viously vaping are not 
inadvertently steered to 
traditional cigarettes. In- 
dividuals who would like 
help seeking treatment 
are encouraged to call the 
Helpline at 1-800-QUIT-

Massachusetts has made 
significant progress over 
the past two decades in 
curbing youth and adult 
tobacco use. In 1996, the 
youth smoking rate was 
36.7 percent. Today, the 
youth smoking rate is 6.4 
percent. The adult smok- 
ing rate is also low, with 
just under 14 percent of 
adults using combustible 
tobacco products. 

“Our priority is protect- 
ing the public health,” 
said Public Health Com- 
missioner Bharel, MD, 
MPH. “The Governor’s ac- 
tions today will help pre- 
vent more cases of this 
dangerous lung disease 
while getting people, espe- 
cially young people, the 
help they need to quit.” 

To further inform the 
public about the dangers of 
vaping and e-cigarette use, 
DPH is relaunching two 
public awareness cam- 
paigns aimed at éducating 
parents and middle and 
high school-aged youth. 
“Different Products, Same 
Danger,” originally launch- 
ed in April 2019, links the 
dangers of vaping to ciga- 
rette smoking, and was 
developed with the input 
and feedback from middle 
and high school students 
across the state. 

“The New Look of Nico- 
tine Addiction,” originally 
launched in July 2018, 
seeks to spread the word 
that these high-tech prod- 
ucts are harmful and con- 
tain nicotine which can 
damage a teenager’s de- 
veloping brain and lead to 
addiction. 

More information on both 
campaigns is available at 
mass.gov/vaping and get- 
outraged.org. Materials 
are also available for 
download on the Massa- 
chusetts Health Promotion 
Clearinghouse website. 

Over the next four 
months, the Administra- 
tion will work closely with 
the Legislature, public 
health officials and other 
stakeholders to consider 
legislative and/or appro- 
priate regulatory reforms.

ing. Specifically, Concord 
attorney Paul Haverty, 
representing the develop- 
er, contends a 2015 ruling 
by the Mass.

Because the ZBA largely 
scoffed at that suggestion 
earlier this summer, Ha- 
verty agreed to temporari- 
ly shelve that direct: ap- 
peal — though Woburn 38 
has not yielded its rights 
to purse the claims. In- 
stead, the Concord attor- 
ney has asked the city offi- 
cials to focus on a second 
part of the petition, which 
asks the ZBA to modify his 
client's | comprehensive 
permit to sanction the pro- 
posed rock sales. 

Under the request, exca- 
vation contractor Onyx 
Construction, after com- 
pleting all sales transac- 
tions from its Acton offi- 
ces, would be allowed to 
make arrangements for 
customers to pickup the 
materials directly from 
the construction site. 

In July, Woburn 38 offi- 
cials first unveiled the 


truck queuing plan, which 
calls for lining up third- 
party dump trucks by a 
newly installed industrial 
scale by the construction 
site's Main street en- 
trance. Once there, cus- 
tomers' trucks would be 
weighed, allowed to travel 
to the uphill gravel and 
crushed rock piles, and 
then weighed a second 
time before departing the 
site with their purchases. 

After catching their first 
glimpse of the proposal 
earlier this summer, the 
ZBA called for an inde- 
pendent analysis from an 
outside traffic consultant. 
Woburn 38 officials report- 
edly sanctioned the para- 
meters of that review and 
agreed to reimburse the 
city for the VHB analysis. 

According to Pinkham,

operating procedures on 
how this will work, but we 
don't know about it," said 
Pinkham last week. 

ZBA members also in- 
sisted the developer must 
be able to prove that the 
local zoning waiver will 
actually speed-up the 
blasting and earthworks 
activity. Based upon cur- 
rent calculations, those 
operations are consider- 
ably behind schedule, as 
only 30,000 cubic yards of 
materials have been cart- 
ed away from the con- 
struction site over the past 
50 "working days." 

Should that pace not 
improve, it would presum- 
ably take as many as 496 
days to finish the initial 
site preparations. In its 
2015 decision, the HAC had 
estimated the blasting and 
ledge removal would be 
complete within 233 work- 
ing days — or just under 
two years. 

"The numbers we have in 
front of us now suggest it's 
going to almost [twice-as- 
much-time] as what we 
first anticipated," said 
ZBA member John Ray, 
referencing VHB's find- 
ings about the current 
pace of the earthworks 
activity.

rent figures come from 
the 2008 Master Planning 
Study. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Jo Newhouse spoke of 
the importance of propos- 
ing a. comparison of the 
total necessary costs for 
an upgrade to the costs 
required to maintain the 
school facilities at the 
status quo.

Wildcats would like to throw this game away 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
PEABODY - Back in 
2002, then Philadelphia 
76'ers Basketball player 
Allen Iverson had the 
unforgettable media ses- 
sion, when he mentioned 
the word "practice" 22 

times. 

Although he played a dif- 
ferent sport and his mean- 
ing was a bit different, the 
word itself has and will 
remain to be very impor- 
tant to the Wilmington 
High School Football 
team. 

On Friday night, the 
Wildcats were blown out 
by an outstanding Bishop 
Fenwick team, 40-6, in a 
non-league ~ game. 
Wilmington struggled in 
all facets of the game - 
offensive line, three 
turnovers and especially 


_ Special teams, including a 


handful of short punts, 
while giving up two kick- 
off return touchdowns. 

If you ask head coach 
Craig Turner, all of those 
struggles stem from the 
word "practice." 

"We are really . young 
and we play that way 
sometimes. We play like 
we're a rollercoaster. It's 
been like that in practice. 
We'll go two good, three 
bad, five good, two bad - 
we just haven't been able 
to get any consistency," he 
said. "We're really not 
progressing offensively at 
all because we are strug- 
gling to do the things that 
we put in back in August. 

“There's not much you 
can do because that's a 
really good (Bishop 
Fenwick) team. I told the 
guys all week that this 
would be one of the better 
teams they will face all 
season and they are very, 
very good. I thought we 
hung in there defensively 
early in the game, but we 
made some mental mis- 
takes, especially on third 
downs. Third downs have 
hurt us the last two 
weeks." 

The tone of the game 
was set right away when 
David Cifuentes scored 
his first of three touch- 
downs on the night, taking 
the. opening kick-off back 
80 yards down the left 
sideline and his first of 
four successful PAT kicks 
was good for a quick 7-0 
lead. 

The score stayed that 
way until early in the sec- 
ond quarter. After Gavin 
Erickson came up with an 
interception in the end 
zone for a_touchback, 
Wilmington followed with 
a three-and-out and the 
fourth down punt went 25 
yards and was returned 22 
yards back to the 'Cats 22. 
Five plays later QB 
Chrys Wilson found a 
wide open tight end, Dan 
Richard for a 13-yard 
strike making it 14-0. 

Wilmington again went 


'three-and-out and _ this 


time the fourth down punt 
actually cost the 'Cats two 
yards. The Crusaders took 
advantage of that, scoring 
another TD as Wilson 
found Joe Rivers for a 28- 
yard score making it 21-0. 


"(Our special teams was 
a) nightmare. 
Nightmare," said Turner 
emphatically. "Our punter 
got hurt in the first half. 
We were then scrambling 
to find a kid who could 
kick it. We used a second 
kid who we have used in 
practice and we asked 
him to angle it so it would 
go out of bounds, but 
instead both times went 
off the side of his foot. 
That's a tough spot for 
him to be put into so it's 
not his fault whatsoever, it 
was just the type of 
night." 

The score remained 21-0 
through halftime. 

Wilmington fell short on 
a fourth down attempt on 
the first drive of the third, 
and three plays later, 
Cifuentes scored on a 56- 
yard run. He later added 
another score. 

Wilmington sophomore 
Andre Turner got the 
‘Cats on the scoreboard as 
he took a quick pass from 
Tristan Ciampa (10-for-21, 
131 yards, 1 TD, 2 INTs), 
and went down the right 
side for a 60-yard score. 
Turner ended the night 
with 5 receptions for 93 
yards, while handling the 
kick and punt returns. 

"He's a good player and 
we have to find ways to 
get the ball to him," said 
Coach Turner (no rela- 
tion). "We set up some 
plays that should have 
been going his way and 
they didn't get there. 
(Andre) is an electric 
player when the ball is in 
his hands. I'm glad that 
we have him for the next 
(two-plus) years. Andre is 
a real good player and 
he's going to be special."
